had an organization with which they, 
would be in a ‘position to handle the 
money borrowed so as to receive a 
fair return in ‘he way of permanent 
improvements. (He pointed out that, 
now all schemes wherehy rural mun- 


icipalities proposed to incur deben- 
ture indebtedness must be brought 
‘before the ‘board of public utility 


commissioners for tieir approval. 

After commenting with approval on 
the disposition %eing shown ‘by rural 
municipalities to make provision for 
the care of Sg sick and public health 
in general, Mr, Perrie concluded by 
assuriiig the delegates that during 
their stay in idmonton the services 
of the department were at their dis- 
posal and that he would. be willy to 
discuss any matters of general inter- 
est with them. 

Financing and Credits,

dent, Central Western branches of

SCHOOL BOARD TO ASK BIGGER 
GRANT FROM GOVERNMENT 


Resolution Passed at Regular Meeting Last Night — Say Present 
Grants Were Intended For Time When Cities Were More 
Prosperous Than at Present—Salaries Are Fixed 
For Teachers in Technical School. 


Chairman durnes at the  gchool 
board last night succeeded in getting 
# resolution passed asking the prov- 
incial government to make a read- 
justment of their educational grants 
to the cities, At the present time the 
resolution states, the grant was only 
40 cents per day In the cities as com- 
Mared with $1.10 per day for rural 
schools. City schools received 90 
cents jper day, with n percentage 
grant of 20 cents per day and an in- 
spection vot of 15 cents per day up 
to 1912 ding to Seeretary Brad- 
ey, In that year, however, the educa- 


tional grant act was amended, and 
the grants to the citles was reduced 
to 30 cents per teacher per day. Jt} 


was pointed out iby those menvbers of 
the ‘board who took part in the dis- 
cussion that the reason given for the 
reduction at that time was the pros- 
iperity of the cities, but it was stated 
that the country districts were the 
more prosperous at the present time, 
and the act, as it stands ©ow, Was un- 
fair to the cities. If the elty were 
receiving the same grant as before 
the amendment was made they would 
be recelving $40,000 a year more than 
they are now from the government, 

It was decided that the whole 
‘board should go to the provincial 
government and (bring the matter 
strongly before them and endeavor 
to secure some action, 

Superintendent's Report. 

The January report on attendance 
of Superintendent Carpenter showed 
that the enrolment for the month was 


8,108, as compared with 8,278 for the 
corresponding month in 1915] The 
average attendance was T0541 per 
cent, which was low, but this was 
attributed to the cold weather, The 
primary grades were affected most, 
while in some of the temporary 
schoo] roams it was impossible to

(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

OTTAWA, Feb, 17,.—The budget 
debate was commenced in the Com- 
mons today when A. K. MacLean, of 
Halifax, chief financial critic for the 
Opposition, dealt,with the taxation 
proposals and = financial statement 
presented on Tuesday afternoon, by 
Sir Thomas White, minister of fin- 
ance, 

Mr, MacLean, who spoke for two 
hours, while criticlzing various feat- 
ures of the new taxation, devoted the 
greater portion of his speech to fin- 
ancial conditions, He said that the 
government was not exerelsing proper 
economy in the ordinary and capital 
expenditure, and that much mor 
should tbe accomplished along these 
lines, The opposition critic was sev- 
ere on the administration regarding 
patronage, which he said should be 
inquired into by a royal commission 

The. increased duty on apples was 
strongly condemned by Mr. MacLean, 
British Columbia alone would hene- 
fit while the burden would fall upon 
the people of the prairie provinces. 
As to the business taxes, he thought 
that the retroactive provisions was 
objectionable and that the taxes 
would create many injustices, As the 
country would have to rely on new 
sources of taxation in the future, Mr 
MacLean said that some comprehen- 
sive and permanent form of taxation 
should be worked out. He thovght
